A. Measure VIII verbs 

The past tense form of Measure VIII verbs is Fta9aL- (at the 
beginning of a sentence and after a pause, /'i-/ is added to avoid a 
sequence of two consonants in utterance-initial position) ; a verb of 
this measure may be derived from a Measure I verb by infixing /-t-/ 
after the first root consonant: 

naqala 'to move (transitive) * 
intaqala 'to move (intransitive) * 



B. Relationship between Measure I and Measure VIII 

The meaning which a Measure VIII verb adds to the corresponding 
Measure I verb may be reflexive or reciprocal; reflexivity is illustrated 
by the first example below, and reciprocity is illustrated by the second: 

(1) naqala 'to move (someone or something) ' 
intaqala * to move (intransitive, i.e., to 

move oneself to some locality) ' 

(2) qataluu 'they killed (someone or something) * 
iqtataluu 'they fought each other' 

The meaning of the Measure VIII verb may be identical to that of 
the corresponding Measure I verb: 

bada'a lijtimaa9. 'The meeting started.' 

ibtada'a lijtimaa9. 'The meeting started.' 

A Measure VIII verb may contrast with the corresponding Measure I 
verb in that the former is followed by a preposition while the latter 
is followed by a direct object: 

istama9a lilbayaani lyawm. 'He listened to the statement today.' 
sami9a lbayaana lyawm. 'He heard the statement today. ' 



C. The verbal noun of Measure VIII verbs 

The shape of the verbal noun associated with Measure VIII is 
Fti9aaL , thus the verbal noun of ijtama9a 'to meet, to get together' 
is ijtimaa9 .

D. Source of confusion between Measure VIII and Measure VII 

It is sometimes difficult for beginners to dtj_i.de whether the 
measure of a given verb is nFa9aL- or Fta9aL- . For example, the verbs 
nsaraf and ntaqal may both seem to be of the measure nFa9aL- ; actually, 
the first is of the measure nFa9aL- while the second is of the measure' 
Fta9aL- . It is important to remember that the /n/ in nFa9aL- is a 
prefix rather than a root consonant. The root consonants of the verb 
nsaraf are /s/, /r/, and /f/ ; the /n-/ is therefore a prefix, and the 
verb is of the measure nFa9aL- . On the other hand, the root consonants 
of the verb ntaqal are /n/, /q/, and /l/ ; the measure of the verb is 
therefore not nFa9aL-.

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B. The meaning of the present tense 

The verb yaktubu 'he writes' has different meanings in the 
following two sentences: 

aktubu l'aan. 'I am writing now.' 

aktubu fi lmasaa' . 'I write in the evening.' 

In the first sentence the verb expresses a continuity similar to that 
expressed by English verbs which end in -ing ; in the second sentence, it 
expresses a habitual or repetitive action. 

Arabic verbs fall into two classes : 

(1) The first class consists of verbs which, depending on the 
context, may express either continuity or repetitiveness . This class 
is illustrated by yagra ' u 'he reads', yaktubu 'he writes', and yadrusu 
'he studies.' 

(2) The second class consists of verbs which express repetitiveness 
but not continuity. The members of this class are usually verbs which 
denote motion or a state (rather than an action) ; examples are yadhabu 
'he goes', yarji9u 'he returns', yadxulu 'he enters', yaxruju 'he goes 
out', yafhamu 'he understands', and yaHduru 'he attends'. It would 

be -wrong, however, to assume that the -second class in-dades,. every verb 
which denotes motion and every verb which denotes a state rather than 
an action; the verb yaskunu 'he lives (dwells) ' , for example, belongs 
to the first class even though it denotes a state: 

askunu fii haaela lbayt. 'I (now) live in this house.' 

askunu hunaa fi ssayf. "I live here in the summer.'

B. The vocative particle 

The vocative particle yaa is used in calling people. It occurs 
before the noun or the phrase which designates the person (or persons) 
addressed. A noun which follows the vocative particle is never with 
the definite article. If it is a name, the noun following the 
vocative particle is in the nominative case; it must be noted, however, 
that such a noun is usually followed by a pause and therefore assumes 
the pausal form:

The form Hasanan 'well' introduces a sentence which constitutes 
a comment on some other sentence. Unlike its English equivalent which 
is usually followed by a sustained terminal juncture (i.e., a trailing 
off of the voice usually represented by a comma) , Hasanan is usually 
followed by a falling terminal juncture (i.e., a gradual drop in the 
pitch of the speaker's voice usually represented by a period). When it 
constitutes the whole response, Hasanan is translatable by 'fine'.
